Clerk's Report.
Clerk of Courts Williams has made

his annual report to the Secretary of
State, from which we gather the fol-

lowing facts :

There were eleven suits for divorce
pending July 1, 1887- - Fifteen suits
for divorce were brought during the
year, two for adultery, six for ab-

sence and neglect, three for cruelty,
and two for miscellaneous causes.

Of the above, twenty-tw- o cases were
decided, decrees being granted in
five cases for adultery, eleven for
absence and neglect, four for cruelty,
and two for miscellaneous causes.
Of these twenty-si- x cases, decided
and pending, nine were brought by
the husband and seventeen by the
wife.

The amount of fines assessed for
crimes against the person was $131,
and the total costs taxed $1637.34.
The amount of fines taxed for crimes
against property $40.50, and the to-

tal costs taxed $644.81. The amount
of fines taxed lor all other offenses

222, and the total costs taxed $580.74.
The total number of civil judg-

ments rendered was 128, 101 of the
number being for money only, 27 in
which money was included other
than the above. The total amount
adjudged due was $208,625.74.

The number of final decrees enter-
ed was 37.

Indictments were found during the
year as follows : Rape, 3 ; robbery,
2; assault with intent to kill, 7; as-

sault and battery, 9 ; murder in the
first degree, 1; burglary, 2; grand
larceny, 5; petit larceny, 6: horse
stealing, 1 ; forgery, 1 ; all other
crimes against property, 5. Indict-
ments for offenses against public
peace, public health, public policy
and morality, were found as follows :

Carrying concealed weapons, 2 ; all
other ofienses against public peace,
4: perjury and subornation of per
jury, 3 ; gambling, 1 ; offenses against
liquor laws, 10 ; adultery, 1 ; keeping
house of ill fame, 1 ; common labor
on Sunday, 1 ; other offenses, 6.

As a result of the above indict-
ments, seven persons were sentenced
to the penitentiary, one for murder,
four for burglary, one for horse steal-
ing, one for forgery, eight confined
in the Cincinnati Vork House, and
five in the County Jail.

The total number of inquests held
by the Coroner was nine, as follows :

homicide, 1 ; accident, 5 ; cause un-
known or natural, 3. Of the above
number, one was superinduced by
intemperance.

The County Auditor paid out on
the certificate of the Clerk $240 coun-
sel fees to attorneys defending indi-
gent criminals.
